HE Truth of this is clear and evident

by the Influence of the Almighty, and I 
may produce a Cloud of Witneſſes for the 
2 Confirmation thereof; though indeed ma- 
ny late Writers and Teachers have and do 
affirm, That John's Baptiſm and Chriſt's 
* Baptiſm, make up but One Baptiſm; that the 
Spirit goes along with the Water, making up 
One Baptiſm; or that the Water, through the 
Mord of Inſtitution, bath a Supernatural Vertue, 
[i efetual to the Sanctification, Ablution, that is, 
23 Waſhing and Regeneration of Man: This is 
Zan Antichriſtian- Doctrine, to aſcribe ſuch 
things to viſible Elementary Water, which 
gare the Effects and Products of the Blood 


of Chriſt, the Water of Life; Jobn, Cbriſt, 


and Peter, make them diſtindt. 
Nou, for the determining of this Con- 
troverſie, obſerve the Record of Jeln the 
Baptift, that is, Jobn the Dipper; ſo called, 
efbecauſe he was authorized to Baptize in 
Water, as alſo to diſtinguiſh. him from

Fobn the Apoſtle; Mat. 3. 1 1. 1 indeed bap- 
tize you with Water, &c. (faith Fobn ) but 
be that comes after me, (to wit, Chriſt ) he 
ſhall baptixe you with the Holy Ghoſt and with 
Fire. Conſider this, Jobn makes them di- 
ſtint Baptiſms ; as if he ſhould have ſaid,

tiſins, in the Plural Number: And that 
theſe are Jobn's with Water, and Chrif*s 
with the Spirit, may be proved by a fruit- 
ful and plentiful Harveſt of Teſtimonies. 

So they err greatly, who affirm, that 
the Baptiſm of Jobn, and the Baptiſm of 
Chrif, made up but One Baptiſm; it 
being ſo evident in Scripture, that they 


were diſtinet, which may further thus ap- 


pear : 

Firſt, They were diſtin in Name; for 
Jobn's Baptiſm ſtill kept its Name, yea, 
when the Apoſtles uſed it, it was till ? 
called the Baptiſm of Fobn: Why ſo? Be- 
Cauſe it was required of him, his Office 
and Work by Divine Inſtitution, Fohn. 1. 
33. Yea, after Cbriſt's Baptiſm with the 
Spirit came in, Fob»'s Baptiſm with Water 
ftill retained its Name, as being diſtindt 
from it, 4d, 18. 24, 25. . 

Secondly, They were diſtin in Mani- 
feſtation; that is, Cbriſt's Baptiſm was to 
follow Fobn's, and did not go along with 
it, at the fame time, as Men now would 
jamble them together, ſaying, The Spirit 
goes along with the Water, and both make 


up but One Baptiſm, after the Reſurrection 


of Chriſt, before his aſcending; though 
Fohn's Baptiſm had been uſed ſeveral Years, 
yet Chriſt told them, That what Jobn 
ſpoke concerning him, of his Baptizing

wich the Holy Spirit, was not fulfilled, but 
2 ſhortly to be fulfilled, Ads 1. 4, 5. Chrift 
being aſſembled with the Apoſtles, commanded

* ſaith he, you bave heard of me: For John 
truly baptized with Water, but ye ſhall be 
7 baptized with the Holy Spirit, not many days 
7 hence; which was fulfilled at the Day of 
3 Pentecoſt, So that Chriſt's Baptiſm did not 
7 accompany Fobn's Baptiſm, to make up 
One entire Baptiſm ; for it followed it 
2 ſeveral Years after: But the Effuſion of the 
Holy Spirit is Chriſt's Baptiſm, the great 
hleſſing of Goſpel- Days, of the Evangelical 
Diſpenſation, which qualified and doth 
qualifie to be the Lord's True and Living 
Witneſſes. jt 8 
* Thirdly, Fobn's Baptiſm and Chrif's were 
2 diſtia ; foraſmuch as thoſe that Fobn bap- 
tized, had need of the Baptiſm of Chriſt. 
Now if FJobn's Baptiſm had been one and 
the ſame with Chrif's, that only had been 
2 ſufficient; but Jobn's baptizing of them 
with Water, left them in need of the Bap- 
tiſm of Cbriſt: Fobn {aid unto Chriſt, (who 
came from Galilee to Jordan to be bap- 
tized of him) I have need to be baptized of 
thee, and comeſt thou unto me? Mat. 3. 13.14. 
89 that Fobn the BaptiF knew his Baptiſm 
to be inferiour to Cbrift's Baptiſm, and ſo 
Celired more fully to partake of it, Sce

alſo Ads 19. 1, 2, 3, 4.5. Paul found certain 
Diſciples partakers of Fobn's Baptiſm, but 
they had not received the Spirit, as they 
themſclves confeſſed; ſo that the Spirit, 
and Water outward, go not along to make 
up One Baptiſm: Paul laid his Hands on 
them, and they received the Spirit, ſo 
knew its Baptiſm ; theſe had Fobn's Bap- 
tiſm before they received the Spirit, and its 
Baptiſm; which proves them diſtinct Bap- 
tilms. 

Feurthly, They are diſtin, inaſmuch as 
the Figure and the Subſtance are diſtinEt ; 
as Circumciſion outward, and Circumciſion 
inward, were not One, but Two, that is, 
diſtin Circumciſions: So the Baptiſm of 
John with Water, and the Baptiſm of Chri/ 
with the Spirit, were diſtin&t Baptiſms ; 
whereby the unſound Judgments of ſuch 
appear, who afhrm, teach and preach, Thas 
the Spirit goes along with the Water, and botb 
make up One Baptiſm ; and that the Water is 
fo influenced with à Supernatural Vertue, by the 
Word of Inſtitution, that Children (damnati 
priuſquam nati, damned before they are born) 
are thereby made Members of Chrift, Children 
of God, and Inberitors of the Kingdom of Hea- 
ven. And tho' fince the Primitive Times, 
to fulfil Divine Predictions, Darkneſs, yea, 
groſs Darkneſs, hath benighted the Pro- 
feſſors of Chriſtianity, and the peccant 
Humour of Error, Hereſie, N

Miſapprehenſions of Divine Truths, hath 
been predominant in the infirm and crazy 
Body of nominal Chriſtianity ; yet the 
Lord hath ſo far opened the Eyes of ſome, 
gas that they have dropped forth Teſtimo- 
nies in Vindication of that Truth here 
Eſerted ; that is, That the Baptiſm of Jobn 
with Water, and the Baptiſm of Chriſt with 
he Spirit, without Water, were diſtinct 
Baptiſms: And that none may have oc- 
Tafion to render this a groundleſs Flouriſh, 
I ſhall here ſubjoyn a few Teſtimonies.

Except ye eat the Fleſh of the Son of Man, and 
drink bis Blood, ye have no Life in you, Joh. 
6.53. the Fathers in the Degenerationfrom 
the Primitive Faith, DoCtrine, Worſhip and 
Practice, fell into the Gulf of that Con- 
ceit, That none but Communicauts ſhould par- 
take of the bleſſedneſs of Salvation; upon 
Which they not only gave  Sacramental 
Bread, &. to Infants, but put it into the 
Mouths of dead Men : There were ſome 
(faith Sparke, the King's Chaplains, pag. 
127.) that baptized the Dead, and pur 
the Sacramental Bread. in their Mouths, as 
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their Viaticum, Judging it better to hays 
ſuch a neceſſary Ordinance by Proxy, then 
altogether to go without it. That ſuch ; 
thing was in uſe in the Church, may be 
certainly concluded, from the fixth Cay 
of the third Council of Carthage, lis there 
apparent, that that Council condemned cer. 
tain Hereticks, who thruſt the Sacramen- 
tal Bread into the Mouths of dead Men; 
yea, and the ſixth general Council at Cin. 
ſtantinople was concerned to eradicate the 
Tares of that Deluſion and ſmoaky Conceit, 
faying, Let none give the Eucbariſt, that i; 
Sacramental Bread, to the Dead; for it , 
written, Take, and eat; but the Dead are ni- 
tber in a Capacity to take nor to eat, Summa 
Concil. & Pontif. Thus the Cup of Blcſ. 
ſing being loſt, they received at the Old 
Serpent's Hand the Cup of Abomination, 
Fornication, Deluſions and Conceits, and 
they were drunk therewith.

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Concerning the Word Sacrament, and Euch if. 


The old Roman Soldiers took an Oath, 10 be ty, 
to their General, to live and dye with him; and th 
Oath was called, Sacramentum Militare. Rivet, H 
race. Now when the Roman Empire turned Chriſj 
ans by the lump, and painted themſelves with the 
Form of Godlineſs, few beautified with the Pont 
and Virtue thereof, they began to apply the Tern 
of their Heatben Cuſtom to the Signs or Shadow 9 
the Chriſtian Church, ſo that the Word Sacramy 
came from the Heathen Romans. Leigh. 

Tertullian is ſaid to be the firſt who uſed the wor] 
Sacrament, in order to the Signs and Figures of the 
Church, which was about the Year 210. 

It is a word not found in the Scriptures, if truly 
tranſlated, yet it hath got ſuch rooting among the 
Profeſſors of Chriſtianity, as that if any deny it, thef 
are bran;Jed as Heretieks and Schiſmaticks by B. 
piſts and Proteſtants : Now, as it were to allure 
People into a Reverence and Veneration of it, Pa 
piſts in their Tranſlations, have put it in the Body 
of the Scripture; for, whereas Paul ſaid, This s « 
great Myſtery, but I ſpeak concerning Chriſt and th 
Church, Epheſ. 5. 32. their Tranſlations render it, 
This is a great Sacrament. But true it is, the Ergli 
Tranſlation is true herein, and the Papifts Tranſlz 
tion is faulty; and their Number of ſeven Sacre 
ments they have from Peter Lombard, they are not 
mentioned in any Scripture, but firſt deviſed by Je 
ter Lombard, Bellirmine's Mafter, firſt decreed by 
Eugenius the fourth, firſt confirmed in the Provincr 
al Council of Senes, after in the Council of Tren. 
Leigh, Chamier de ſac. lib. 4. cap. 1. And our F 
liſh Tranſlations have the word Sacrament in the 
Contents of the 1oth Chapter of the firſt to the Cr 
rinthians 5 but the Diviſion of the Scriptare into 
Chapter and Verſe, is not from the Authors there:
